(v) The minimum and the maximum amounts for 
which an import licence can be issued under this 
Credit is the rupee equivalent of DM 30,000 and DM 
5,000,000 respectively. However, in exceptional 
cases, the maximum limit can be relaxed by tne De¬ 
partment of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance 
upto DM 7,000,000 (rupeesi equivalent being calcu¬ 
lated at the rate of exchange notified by the Depart¬ 
ment of Revenue (Customs) which rate of exchange 
should be indicated in the import licence as per para 
2 of the Public Notice No. 78-lTC(PN) | 74 dated

^ the Indian importer in the form at Annexurc— 
Tin such concurrence from West German authorities 
is communicated to the Licensing authorities (Cd&E) 
by the Department of Econo^c Affairs no import 
licence can be Issued In favour of the Indian importer. 


(vjii) If firm orders, as explained in para I (vii) 
above, canqot be finalised within the time limit of 
four months, the Licensee should submit to the Chief 
Controller of Imports & Exports (CCI&E), or other 
I’cencing authorities, as the case may be a proposal 
seeking p extension in the ordering period alongwith 
justification and explanation as to why ordering could 
not be completed within the initial validity period. 
Such requests for extension in the ordering period 
will be considered on merits by the licensing authori¬ 
ties who may grant extension upto a further maximutr 
period of 4 months.

In cases wiiere this cannot be 
done the licensee should of his own, approach the 
licensing authorities for a suitable extension in the 
period of ordering. The authorised dealers in foreign 
exchangejdepartmental authorities concerned will ex¬ 
ercise necessary checks to ensure that the licensee com¬ 
plies with the requirements of placing orders within 
4 months. 

I. (x) In cases where firm orders have not been 
placed for the full value of the hcence during the ini¬ 
tial validity period of the licences, it will be neces¬ 
sary for the licensee to obtain the permission of the 
licensing authorities in the manner as explained in 
para I fviii) above before placing orders against such 
unordered balance value of the licence. 


Section II ; Special points to be kept in \icw while 
concluding purchases contracts. 

2. (i)—The contract price should invariably be ex¬ 
pressed in the currency of the country in which the 
foreign supplier is situated. Die contract price should 
be firm and final and no provision for any escalation 
would be permitted. If any commission is payable to 
an Indian Agent of the foreign supplier it ir.us't be dis¬ 
tinctly shown in the contract as an item of cost pay¬ 
able in Indian rupees in India and the net amount 
payable to the foreign supplier in foreign cunency 
should therefore be shown exclnsi\'e of such Indian 
Agent’s commission. For the purpose of calculating 
the value in foreign exchange upto which purchase 
orders can be placed against fh; import licence, the 
value of the import licence should be computed at 
the rate of exchange notified by the Department of 
Revenue (Customs) under Section 15 of the Customs 
Act 1962 and indicated in the import licence as per 
para 2 of the Public Notice No. 78-ITC(PN)|74 dated 
6th June, 1974 issued by the Chief Controller of Im¬ 
ports and Exports. 

2. (ii) Supply orders should be placed cither on 
CTF or on C&F basis in the case of private sector im¬ 
porters. In the case of public sector importers the 
orders should be placed only on C&F basis. 

2. (iii),—It should clearly be understood that thr 
purchase contracts under the import licence should be 
placed after obtaining comparable bids from overseas 
suppliers. In this connection it may be noted that the 
Indian importer is freee to import from any country 
of his choice, ns approved by the Capital Goods 
Committee of the Government of India. ' 


2. (iv).— Ivlinimum value of eligible contiact.— 
Provided that the aggregate value of purchase con-

made avalJable) and therefore should incorporate 
a specific clause to this effect in the purchase contract. 

(b) In the case of contracts entered into against 
an import hcence whose value is the rupee equivalent 
ol DM 2 million or less calculated at the exchange 
rale notified by the Department of R|Cvenue (Customs), 
the approval of the contracts will not be specifically, 
intimated to the importer.

The Bank Gurantce, where necc.ssary, should be 
for an amount representing 'he rupee eriuivalent of 
the amount in foreign exchange for which the Letter 
of Aiithortiy is sought plus 1 per cent of that amount 
towards incidental and commitment charges and in 
addition interest and other charges as mentioned in 
Annexure-V’.
